BODY 


Organization of 
Knights of Windsor, 
Still in Existence, Was Founded 
by King Edw ard III. 


Tin* Military Knights of Windsor Is 
the oldest military body iii tin* world, 
having been founded by Edward III 
from the veterans of F iery and Pole- 
tiers, originally having bad lite prefix 
“Sir." 
They are now selected by the 
king from the old regular o fficers o f 
the British army. 
The 
Windsor 
knights 
are 
pictur­ 
esque old gentlemen, their uniforms 
consisting of n scarlet coat with gold 
epaulets. 
Their somewhat expansive 
w aists are lashed round with a crim­ 
son sash arid they have a very dandy- 
looking cross-holt of white leather, on 
wjiirh is a breastplate embossed with 
the 
garter arms, 
the 
garter sword 
hanging from the belt. 
There is a 
bright crimson strip** on th** outside of 
their trousers. 
Their hats are 
the 
most luxuriant 
creation of feathers, 
plumes and c o c k a d e s . 
Th** duties *»f these old 
warriors 
an* not now very exacting. 
At one 
time they Were bouilli to attend the 
chapel of St. G e o r g e at Windsor twice 
a <lay. 
Their devotional duties were 
later reduced to their presence at di- 
vini* service only once a week and on 
th** birt Inlays of certain members of 
th** royal family. 
T he strength of tin* 
* o r p s at the present tim** is only IS , 
which consists of in knights of the 
upper foundation and five in th** lower.
